GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

About 6 o'clock Saturday evening a rumor 
spread abroad to all quarters of the city that the 
great Singer Building, on the northeast corner 
of State and Washington streets, was on fire. 
A general alarm had been sounded, and the 
engines came at full gallop from every direction, 
followed by crowds of people in horse-cars, 
omnibuses, private conveyances, and on foot. 
This imposing structure has been watched by 
everybody with admiration, as it has slowly and 
methodically risen from the ruins of the Potter 
Paimer Block, formerly occupied by Field, 
Leiter & Co. The new building was about one- 
third larger than the former one, and was nearly 
ready for occupancy by the same firm for the 
retail branch of their dry goods business. 
Since the great fire of October, 1871, no such 
excitement has been created by a local confia- 
gration as was aroused when the beils called 
the department and the populace to the fire in 
this new and handsome edifice. A veritable 
shock went through the community from end 
to end, and, as the news gained in volume and 
magnitude as it traveled to the suburbs, import- 
ing that the whole block was in ashes, a very 
despondent feeling accompanied it. 
Fortunately, the case is not nearly so bad as 
this. The city has been saved from so great & 
catastrophe by dint of enormous labor on the part 
of the Fire Department, and at the expense of 
the bursting of a great amount of hose. The 
experience of the great fire of September, 1870, 
which consumed the Drake-Farwell block, was 
almost repeated. A high building, a fire in the 
roof, no adequate means of reaching it! 
we proceed with the narrative of the disaster so 
narrowly escaped in this instance, let us recur to 
the lesson taught in that greater i 
and inquire whether we have learned anything, 
and whether we are capable of learning any- 
thing, about protecting life and property against t! 
fire. 


It will be seen by what follows that the one 
ELEMENT OF HEIGHT 

was the obstacle against which the Fire Depart- 
ment had to contend in this fire. It was this 
element that led to the damage of the building 
to the extent of some $75,000. It was this ele- 
ment that put in jeopardy not only the 
building itself, but all the adjoining build- 
and their contents. If 
sumed that height 
in a large city where ground is costly, and that 
fire-proof materials cannot be used in construct- 
ing roofs, cornices, and upper-floors on account 
of their great expense, then adequate means 
must be employed to convey water to the ex- 
posed surfaces. When the Drake-Farwell block 
was burned with its valuable contents, involving 
a loss of more than a million and a half of dol- 
lars,—the fire originating in a heap of rags 
close underneath the roof, and communicating 
to the whole block by means of the wooden cor- 
nice,—a writer in Taz Trrsune made the follow- 
ing suggestions, which we now reproduce, and 
emphasize as earnestly as possible :

THE CHIEF OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The disclosures made at the Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners on Friday afternoon, 
and which have been published, precipitated 
_ what has long been contemplated: the removal 
ot the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department. 
_ Public opinion has for a long time demanded 


\ this action, and, now that it has been acoomplish- 


oed, there will be pretty general sgtisfaction. 
There is, however, far more difficulty in finding 
a competent person, who will accept the office, 
than there is in removing a questionable in- 
- cumbent. Who the Mayor will appoint is 
probably as yet undetermined. We know that 
nearly a year ago, wien a change was 
_ contemplated, the difficulty of making such a se- 
lection was a serious one. The Chief Engineer 
of the Fire Department holds an important 
place in any city, but more particularly in Chi- 
cago. The office is not only a responsible one, 
but can only be satisfactorily filled by some per- 
von having the entire confidence of the public, 
and able to command the personal respect and 
_ impheit obedience of all his subordinates. To 
- gecomplish this he should be a man of intelli- 
gence, of peculiar and prompt organizing abil- 
ity, of good personal habits, and of ripe experi- 
ence in all things pertaining to the service in 
Chicago. Where to find such a mah, willing to ac- 
cept the place, has been a perplexing question ever 
since the great fire of 1871. Since that time the 
rank and file of the Department have been great- 
ly improved by the displacement of unfit per- 


sons; but the force has lacked the great requisite 


dt a proper Chief. 

When this matter was considered, some months 
ago, the name of Mr. Bullwinkle, the present 
Chief of the Fire Insurance Patrol, was strongly 
presented. He was commended by the whole 
Underwriters’ interest with few exceptions; he 
was urged by a large body of merchants having 
immense interests at stake, both in buildings 
and stocks of goods; there was a strong, but per- 
haps unexpressed, feeling in his favor in the Fire 
Department. He is a young and vigorous man, of 
strict personal habits, who entered the Department 
many years ago ase driver, under Chief Harris, 
and has, perhaps, had greater practical experi- 

enoes than any other person in Chicago. Hada 
change been made then, it is probable that Bull- 
winkle would have been appointed, though we 
cannot say that the Mayor has not, in the mean- 
time, found some still more suitable person to 
fill the arduous place.

The scheme inyolves the 
establishment of a boarding-house or hotel at 
the expense of the county, and, the best way to 
put an end to it, is to refuse this first appropria- 
tion. The Normal School itself is free to all 
residents of Illinois, and the charge for tuition 
to non-residents is only $30. The county sup- 
ports this school at great expense. It certainly 
acts liberally enough, without now demanding 
that the county shall furnish lodging-rooms and 
boarding-houses in addition. Cook County has 
plenty of uses for its money without going into 
competition with the people of Englewood in 
the boarding-house or lodging-room business.

Dr. William J. Youmans discusses, in the cur- 
rent number of the Popular Science Monthly, 
the timely topic of the Morbid Effects of Heat. 
The subject has less importance in Chicago, 
perhaps, than in any city in the country, for the 
reason that our heated term is shorter, and, 
therefore, less exhausting than that of any 
crowded community in the Northern States. 
But in a cholera season, and with the anticipa- 
tion of warm weather during the present month 
and a part of September, it is weil that people 
should give some attention to the influences 
of heat and the best measures to counteract 
them. We are told that the natural temperature 
of the human body is 99° Fabr., and, in a healthy 
condition, this temperature varies but little 
either way. The body is described as a furnace; 
the food is the fuel, and the air taken into the 
longs is the draught which assists combustion. 
In health the excess of heat is thrown off partly 
through the lungs, kidneys, and skin, with the 
waste matter, and partly by conduction and ra- 
diation. It is an essential condition of health, 
then, to maintain the even and natural tempera- 
ture of the body. Neither the cold nor the heat 
of the atmosphere can bring disease if the 
temperature of the body can be preserved in its 
natural condition. Thus, men have exposed 
themselves in an oven to a heat of 260 degrees 
Fahrenheit without any serious results, under 
favorable circumstances for evolving the excess- 
ive supply from within. So long as the air was 
kept dry, and the other conditions were favora- 
ble, the heat of the body was kept down by per- 
spiration; but, when moisture was admitted, 
evaporation was retarded and the temperature of 
the body arose. The most dangerous effect of 
heat in its direct influence on the body is the 
production of thermic fever, or sunstroke. Un- 
der this general head may be included various 
forms of disease that partake of the same nature 
and are brought on by the same cause. It will 
be new to most readers to learn that sunstroke 
and its modifications do not require a direct ac- 
tion of the sun’s rays on the head or body. Ex- 
perience has proved this to be true. It has been 
found in India that men have been attacked dur- 
ing the night after going to bed in an apparently 
healthy condition. Artificial heat, such as that 
of a hotel-laundry or a sugar-refinery, has been 
known to produce the disease. The overheating 
of the body, whether it come from the sun’s rays 
or any highly-heated temperature, is the exciting 
cause of sunstroke and similar affections. Tight- 
fitting clothing, impeding the circulation, is an 
assistant to the disease, and the stiff uniform of 
the British soldiers was abandoned in India on 
this account. Overcrowded rooms and poor ven- 
tilation have also been found to promote the 
attack. In general, all conditions which are cal- 
culated to retard the rejection of the excessive | 
caloric from the body are excitants to the 
diseases peculiar to heated terms. 

The indirect influence of heat is more dele- 
terious than the direct influence on the human 
body. High temperature is an aid to decomposi- 
tion. Decaying organic matter produces foul 
and poisonous gases, which, escaping into the 
atmosphere, make their way into the human 
system. Hence the greater spread and fatality 
of cholera, yellow fever, and malarial diseases 
generally in the heated terms. The most fruit- 
ful source of diarrhea and summer complaints 
generally is said to be the putrefying organic 
matter held in suspension in water—a condition 
which is much more frequent in summer than in 
winter. One would conclude from this that the 
practice of drinking ice-water, which is apt to be 
condemned, is better than to drink the water as 
it comes from the hydrant or the well in summer 
time. The refuse of cities has long been 
known as a prolific source of disease. It all con- 
tains more or less organic matter, which, though 
it may be innocuous in itself,’ is decomposed 
under the action of the heat, and exhales gases 
which interfere with the proper oxygenation and 
purification of the blood. Understanding the

It is pointed out that the Paris libel suit 
against Mr. Bennett, the proprietor of the New 
York Herald, which resulted in a verdict of sev- 
eral thousand francs against him, was somewbat 
similar in ita international bearings to the suit 
which the German Government instituted 
against Edmund About some time ago.

Subsequently, M. About took his family 
to their country home in Alsace to spend 
a month before the country should have finally 
passed into German dominion. While there he 


was arrested by German police officers, assisted | 


by a company of cavalry. The pretext for his 
arrest was found in the article of the German 
penal code authorizing the prosecution of “ any 
foreigner who shall in a foreign country commit 
high treason against the German Empire.” M. 
Thiers’ Government volunteered to intercede in 
M. About's case, but the latter preferred to 
abide the issue of the trial, He was tried before 
a military commission, which decided that the 
articles were not treasonable. M. About subse- 
quently held in his paper that this was an 
attempt to overturn the principle of interna- 
tional law which hoids that “crimes and of- 
fenses committed in a foreign country are not, 
as a rule, made the subject of any prosecution ; ” 
and the Paris journals joined with him in de- 
nouncing the arrest as a precedent for prose- 
cuting the author of any article or book, criti- 
cising the German Government, which may be 
introdueed to German territory. But the verdict 
which the French Court has given against Mr. 
Bennett is practically the same thing. He pub- 
lished an article in New York criticising a French 
dead-beat who had brought suit against his 
Americap father-in-law for his support after 
his wife’s decease. It was for the publication of 
this article in New York that the Paris Court en- 
tertained a prosecution and rendered a verdict 
for damages. As yet the French papers have 
failed to point out that the verdict was a viola- 
tion of the same principle of international law, 
and just as much of an attack on the liberty of 
the press, as the German case against M. About, 
with the difference that, while the German case 
tablishéd the unjust precedent. f *

The Miantonomah, a two-turret monitor, was se- 
lected, and, accompanied by the “Augusta, a 
wooden man-of-war, it made the passage success- 
fully, despite many misgivings in certain quar- 
ters, with but thirty-one inches above water on 


the hull. The testimony of Mr. Fox is, that he 


never had so comfortable an ocean voyage as in 


this submarine casement. The vessel was found 


to be unusually steady in a rough sea, and the 
accommodations, artificial ventilation, and light 
overhead, made it more desirable than naval 
vessels that float on the water instead of plow- 
ing along underneath it. The monitor 
naturally attracted great attention at all 
the English, French, and Northern ports which 
were visited on the way to Russia, and an Ad- 
miral of the British navy, after carefully look- 
ing it over through his telescope, said that he 
wouldn't care to cross the Atlantic in that 
thing.” Nevertheless, the “‘cheese-box on 3 
raft” brought the mission safely to Cronstadt, 
where it was conducted into port by a fleet of 
Russian ships. 
RUSSIA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

There was something more in this Ameri- 
can mission to Russia than the usual 
formal congratulation on the Emperor's 
escape. It was the expression of a 
sympathy that has long existed between a great 
nation in the Old World and the great nation of 
the New World. Though the one is an 
absolute monarchy, and the other a 
popular Republic, this bond of sympathy 
is not necessarily anomalous. The very con- 
trasts between the two Governments, which are 
found in geographical remoteness and in radical 
distinctions of people, customs, and institutions, 
are calculated to promote an exceptional inter- 
national harmony, while the common aim of 
peace, progress, and emancipation which char- 
acterizes both nations leads both Russia and 
America to work out their destinies with mutual 
moral support. There is nothing unnatural in 
extending the congratulations of a Republic to 
an Emperor who achieved the great work of lib- 
erating twenty millions of serfs peacefully when 
it cost a Republicsix years of war, rivers of 
blood, and thousands of millions of dollars to 
do the same work, If we regard the starting- 
point of the present Emperor of Russia, he must 
be credited with the accomplishment of reforms 
as radical as any that our Republican form of 
government has ever achieved. Besides eman- 
cipating the serfs, he has abolished the use of 
the knout; he has established local self- 
government, and serfa have taken on 
municipal responsibilities without the ter- 
rible corruption that has attended a similar 
change in the Southern States of America; he 
has assured his people of the right of trial by 
jury, and thus caught up the spirit of the Magna 
Charta; and he has conferred a greater liberty 
of “the press than is to be found to-day in Re- 
publican France. All these reforms have been 
attained peacefully in a nation of eighty millions 
of people, comprising half of all Europe and the 
whole of Northern Asia. It would have been 
something more than a national disaster if such 
a ruler had been assassinated in the name of lib- 
erty; and the United States did well to at- 
test in the most pronounced way that the 
interests of progress and good government 
were served in his preservation. Mr. Fox's 
mission was prompted by gratitude as well as 
sympathy. In the severest trial that the Ameri- 
can Republic has ever had, Russia stood firmly 
as our friend. When Napoleon III. proposed to 
Russia, in 1861, an intervention in the American 
civil war, in the interests of the Rebellion, and 
with the of disrupting the American 
Union, she sternly rejected the overture, and 
took occasion to give our Government tangible 
evidence of its good-will and moral support. A 
Russian fleet was sent over to our coasts, 
and Prince Gortchakoff sent a special dis- 
patch to Baron Stoeckl, the Russian 
Minister at Washington, to express the friendly 
feeling and hopeful encouragement that Russia 
felt for the success of our arms against the Re- 
bellion. This was comfort at a time when it was 
sorely needed, and it was well to give it a com- 
mensurate recognition at the first opportunity.

It contains several state halls, some 
of them of huge dimensions, and it is filled with 
symbols of Bussian greatness, The crown jewels 
are kept in one of the rooms, where the 
Orloff diamond of 19434 carats, presented to 
Catherine II. by Count Orloff, shines resplendent 
from the top of the Imperial sceptre. Here is 
found the gorgeous drawing-room of the Em- 
press, with its gilded walls and ceiling that 
scintillate at night in the lightof a thousand wax 
tapers; and here too the little bare chamber in 
which Peter the Great died, where his military 
cloak is still folded over the iron 

and his helmet and sword lying where he left 
them. The Hermitage, which adjoins the Winter 
Palace, isa great Greek parallelogram of 515 feet 
one way and 400 feet the other. Catherine II. 
built it for an art gallery, and it 


contains about 1,700 pictures of ali the famous | 


schools; 200,000 choice specimens in the 
numismatic collection, including the famous 
cabinet of the Duke of Orleans; the gallery of 
Peter the Great, in which are preserved his 
mathematical instruments, books, tools, and the 
implements of industry and samples of art illus- 
trating his life and times. Besides ail these 
possessions, there are valuable collections of an- 
tiques from Siberia, Scythia, and the Cimerian 
Bosphorus, with weapons and utensils from the 
pre-historic Bronze age. The equestrian 
statue of Peter the Great is in front 
of the Admiralty. The block of granite 
forming the pedestal weighs 1,500 tons, 
and was brought from a place several miles from 
the city, where it lay imbedded fifteen feet in a 
swamp. Raising it and carrying it to St. Peters- 
burg was a great work in engineering. Count 
Marino Carburis, a Greek engineer, invented a 
machine to do it, which is now preserved as a 
curiosity in the Conservatoire des Arts et Metiers, 
in Paris. The palace at Czarskoe-Selo (Ozar’s 
Village), begun by the Empress Elizabeth in 
1744, but greatly improved by the later rulers, is 
a favorite residence of the royal family. These 
estates, which are situated about fifteen miles 
from St. Petersburg, are eighteen miles 
in circumference, and include several pal- 
aces and accessory buildings. The prin- 
cipal palace is 780 feet in length, 
and has ao imposing front of columns. All its 
halls are finished in the most elaborate designs, 
each one differing from all the others. There is 
an Amber-Room, in which all the walls are pan- 
eled with this precious stuff, worked into mono- 
grams, coats-of-arms, and bas-reliefs of artistic 
design. In another room the walls are of lapis- 
lazuli, ‘and the floor of ebony inlaid with mother- 
of-pearl, worked up into flowers. The walls of 
the dining-room are covered with gold, and the 
floors throughout the building are of malachite, 
lapis-lazuli, costly marbles, and inlaid woods. 
In the grounds are a Turkish kiosk, an aerial 
garden, a Swiss chalet, a marble bridge, a 
miniature fleet and a miniature dock-yard, and 
many monuments and statues. There are not a 
few private estates near St. Petersburg which 
almost rival this royal gorgeousness. All the 
public buildings of the capital are on the same 
magnificent scale, The Admiralty Palace, with 
its huge building, isamile in circumference. 
The building contains the civil departments of 
the navy, the school for naval cadets, and the 
naval museum. The column of Alexander I. 
ornaments one side of it, and is the largest 
monolith in the world. It isa granite shaft, 80 
feet in height, 15 feet in diameter, and 
situated on a pedestal cast from the 


museum contains models of all the vessels that 
the Russian navy has ever had, from the crude 
attempts at ship-building under the Czar Alexis 
and Peter the Great to the latest iron-clads of 
Alexander II., including monitors of the Ameri- 
can model, which the Russians adopted during 
our War. The Imperial Public Library is situ- 
ated on the Nevsky Prospect, and contains 
800,000 volumes of printed books and 25,000 
manuscripts in all languages. Of these, 90,000 
books are in the Russian language, and 80,000 
books in other languages relates to Russia. The 
library is particularly rich in early and rare
